New York, Sept. 3.—The cities 
of Yokohama and Tokio, Japan, 
were wiped out by an 
earth­ 
quake, followed by fire, typhoon 
and tidal wave Saturday morn­ 
ing, with a loss of more than 
100,000 lives. 
Yokohama was virtually de­ 
stroyed and almost all of Tokio, 
the capital, was burned following 
the earth tremors. 
In the lat­ 
ter city dead heap the streets, 
and the population has fled to 
the surrounding country. 
Hundreds of cities and towns 
within a radius of from fifty to 
one hundred miles of Tokio were 
destroyed, either by the earth­ 
quake, or by tidal wave which 
followed.

Scranton, Pa., Sept. 3.—The first re- 
suonse to Governor Pinehot’s appeal 
for, public support of his efforts to 
force miners and operators to end the 
strike was made in St. Peter’s Cathe­ 
dral yesterday when, at hicrh mass, 
the Ut. Rev. Michael J. Hoban, “the 
miners’ bishop,” declared his plan to 
bo a fair one that leaves only the 
details to be worked out. 
The bishop further declared that any 
lons'i-drawn-out strike must spoil suf­ 
fering and starvation in this territory, 
warned against possible permanent 
less of anthracite markets and called 
for daily prayers that the strike lead­ 
ers be given wisdom. 
Church’s Strength for Peace 
The bishop’s declaration means the' 
the weight of the Catholic clergy, who 
■minister to tho spiritual needs of tho 
majority of hard-coal 
miners, will 
be thrown for the Pinchot plan and an 
early settlement of the dispute, just 
as in other years, and more particular­ 
ly ' n 1902, it was behind the men peek­ 
ing to maintain a long-drawn-out bat­ 
tle. 
The bishop’s warning of suffering to 
follow any long-drawn-out strike was 
predicted in part upon the knowledge 
that in this section, where all the an­ 
thracite coal is produced, there is none 
above ground available for domestic 
uses, and that the bins in the miners’ 
hbines ate even barer of fuel than the 
general tun of consumers’ bins in the 
great cities and little towns of the 
East. 
, 
Washington dispatches which have 
told repeatedly of from 20,000,000 to 
30,000.000 tons of coal in stock give 
the impression that this fuel is on the 
market and for sale. 
The truth is 
that, save for the limited supply :n 
dealers’ hands—and they have dis­ 
tributed fuel as they "have received it 
—and a limited supply in 
transit, 
there is substantially no domestic an­ 
thracite above ground. 
In an all-day motor tour of this part 
of the anthracite territory the only 
coal to he seen was steam sizes in 
some of the storage yards, a few hun­ 
dred cars in the railroad classifica­ 
tion yards, waiting lo be moved, and 
trainload after tratfd cmd heading to­ 
ward tidewater. 
In a day or two all this will have 
been moved and no more will be avail­ 
able until the miners resume. 


At the last session of the legisla­ 
ture leading sportsmen of the state 
obtained the passage of a bill that 
will no doubt be highly appreciated 
by farmers, for whose benefit it was 
drawn. 
This law will without ques­ 
tion do much to stop vandalism on the 
part of an irresponsible class of men 
and boys, not real sportsmen, who go 
out in the hunting season and commit 
depredations about farms, break down 
fences and shoot recklessly in fields 
where livestock is confined. 
This new law should be carefully 
studied 
by 
gunners, residents 
of 
towns and cities, who shoot English 
sparrows, European 
starlings, 
blue­ 
jays and red squirrels, which 
often 
commit depredations in gardens 
and 
lawns. 
These birds cannot be 
shot 
promiscuously, as has been 
done in 
the past in different parts of our 
state. 
Blackbirds are now included in tho 
list of game birds and many are shot 
by hunters in trees 
of 
parks 
and 
lawns in populous centers. 
This evi­ 
dently cannot mnv be done without 
violation of this new law. 
Vagrant house cats and rats, which 
are such a menace about buildings, 
can, it is believed, be shot or killed 
without violating the law. 
It is unlawful for any person . to 
shoot or discharge any firearm or 
deadly weapon within 150 yards 
of 
any occupied dwelling house or res­ 
idence, or any barn, stable or other 
building used in connection with such 
occupied duelling house or residence 
while hunting or trapping for wild 
birds or wild animals of 
any 
kind 
without the permission of the owner 
or tenant thereof. 
It is unlawful for 
any person while hunting or trap­ 
ping for wild birds or animals of any 
kind, to leave gates or bars open or to 
break down or destroy fences or tear 
down rail or post or wood or stone 
plies without rebuilding them as they 
were found, or through 
carelessness 
to injure livestock of any kind. 
Any person violating the provisions 
of this act shall .upon conviction in 
summary proceedings be sentenced to 
pay a fine of $25. 
Any person in de­ 
fault of payment of such fine 
and 
costs shall undergo imprisonment in 
the county jail for a period of ten 
days. 
Every state policeman, local police­ 
man, constable, game 
protector 
or 
other peace officer may arrest 
with­ 
out warrant any person caught in the 
act of violating any of -the provisions 
of this aet. 
All fines collected shall 
be paid into the funds of the county 
where the offense was committed. AU 
acts and parts of acts 
inconsistent 
with this aet are repealed.

The Department of Highways is re­ 
ceiving hundreds of inquiries, it is 
stated, from persons who desire infor­ 
mation concerning the road proposi­ 
tion. 
There are indications also, it 
is declared, that there are apparent 
misunderstandings on the 
part of 
many people relative to the proposed 
bond issue. 
In a statem ent issued by the De­ 
partment today, explaining the prop­ 
osition, the following statem ents are 
made: 
“Favorable action by the voters on 
this amendment will give the State 
Highway departm ent $50,000,000 for 
road construction purposes. 
“Under 
previous 
practice, 
this 
amendment would have been present­ 
ed to the voters at what has hereto­ 
fore been termed the General Election 
occurring in the odd-numbered years. 
Court action, however, was taken as 
soon as the past 
Legislature 
had 
given the required second approval 
and carried promptly to the Supreme 
Court for decision. 
The 
Supreme 
Couit decided that it will be constitu­ 
tional to submit the amendment to the 
voters this fall and in consequence it 
will appear as Amendment No. 2 on 
the ballot. 
“ Enabling legisation was also pass­ 
ed the last session authorizing the is­ 
sue and sale of the bonds which will 
result from adoption of this amend­ 
ment. so that favorable action by the 
voters this fall en this bond issue 
amendment will make the money avail, 
able for use as soon as the necessary 
formalities can be completed.“ 
General indications point to a wide­ 
spread 
belief that 
Pennsylvania's 
progress in road building as results 
of the issuance of $50,000,000 in bonds 
since 19)8 has been such that there is 
no apparent opposition to the new 
bond issue. 
It is now possible to reach almost 
any section of Pennsylvania on an 
improved road, and, with $50,000,000 
additional for road construction, the 
State will be within 
reach of the 
dreams of the Highway Department 
for the best highway system in Ameri­ 
ca.

The question of intolerance in the 
Lord’s service Is one of great Interest, 
especial I y 
at 
a 
time when toler­ 
ance sweeps the 
world. 
The bulk 
at humanity seems 
to 
be 
organized 
Into a society few 
tot til 
toleration. 
Probably 
In 
no 
sphere of thought 
is the question of 
intolerance to be 
so seriously con­ 
sidered as in that 
of Christian doc­ 
trine. Intolerance 
is 
illustrated 
In 
the conduct of Daniel and the Hebrew 
children in Babylon as related in the 
Old Testament. 
Our Lord Himself 
was not tolerant of those who dese­ 
crated His Father’s house as money 
changers. 
The form His Intolerance 
took was that of laying hands on those 
who offended. 
We may note, too, that 
the apostle Paul in his letter to the 
Galatians said that he dll not give 
place, not for an hour, to the false j 
brethren who were teaching errone* 
ously. 
When be met Peter at Antioch 
he withstood him to the face, for he 
was to be blamed. 
Martin Luther came to the place 
where he found that auy further tol­ 
erance of religious error was not pos­ 
sible, and he left us Protestantism, the 
most precious heritage of our age. 
The Intolerant character of the Puri­ 
tans of England drove them by way 
of Holland to America to found the 
greatest nation on earth. 
A single 
woman’* intolerance In the Old 8outh 
church of Boston saved evangelical re­ 
ligion In New England. 
Lincoln’s In­ 
tolerance in declaring that the United 
States could not exist half free and 
half slave broke the bonds of servi­ 
tude from minions of human beings, 
and preserved the Union. 
There can he intolerance of false 
teaching In the proper spirit. 
Testi­ 
mony against error can be perfectly 
clear, and yet without the spirit of 
hate and vengeance. 
Yet Intolerance 
of erroneous teaching is not Justified 
unless there !« clear proof that the 
error Is In opposition to the word 
of God. 
The conception of Intolerance Im­ 
plies that something abhorrent or con­ 
demnable exists that is within the 
power of the ^Individual or society to 
eliminate. 
How shall tills be done? 
The warning of the Lord as to taking 
out the tares la always wise, but there 
can be no tolerance when the life of 
an Institution is Imperiled by the con­ 
tinued existence of evil itself, that 
eventuates in death. 
The tendency 
of all evil Is to perpetuate Itself. 
There can be no tolerance when the 
honor of God Is at stake, as when Je­ 
sus drove the money changers out of 
His Father’s house. 
The danger In our time is the in- ! 
clination 
to 
be tolerant of wrong 
teaching or erroneous doctrine. 
The 
assertion that there is no widely prev­ 
alent doctrinal error in the church 
of today Is a testimony to tile speak­ 
er’s Ignorance. 
A very distinguished 
missionary, now’ a professor In one 
of the great theological seminaries of 
this country, said to the writer re­ 
cently : “The church is on the verge of 
apostasy.” 
The cry for peace when 
there is no peace means suicide. When 
intelligent men, men of affairs, tes­ 
tify that they go to church and rarely 
hear the simple gospel message; when 
the faith of young people by the 
scores and hundreds is destroyed In 
our advanced schools—many of them 
church schools; when the teachings of 
many ministers of the day are pre­ 
cisely what the teachings of Infidels 
of many years ago were; and when 
evangelical denominations are on the 
point of disruption because a large 
number of ministers deny the teach­ 
ings that have been the foundation of , 
those 
denominations—the hour has 
struck when tolerance can no longer 
be extended. 
One of the Antichrist’s 
methods for doing his death-dealing 
work in the future Is by “peace de­ 
stroying many.”
